-SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE_ Ordinance will permi t the acquisition by the Fire

EFFECT OF PASSAGE Allow safer response for firefighters to calls of alarm 
and emergency ; also will permit less downtime for repairs and reduce the 
cost of vehicle maintenance.
